To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Turner  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  your  district  for  the  year  1971. 

HOUSING. 

The  shortage  of  council  accommodation  persists  in  the  town,  with 
approximately  20  — 25  families  on  the  waiting  list,  12  — 14  of  whom  are 
elderly  persons  interested  in  bungalows.  In  order  to  make  provision  for 
the  housing  needs  of  the  elderly,  a site  has  been  ear-marked  by  the  Council 
for  the  erection  of  a group  of  bungalows  for  old  people,  possibly  with  a 
warden  service.  At  present,  no  other  council  house  building  is  proposed, 
due  to  lack  of  available  sites  in  the  urban  area. 

S EWERaGE . 

Because  of  overloading  of  the  disposal  works,  development  in  the 
town  has  boon  held  up.  Proposals  were  put  forward  during  the  year,  for  the 
carrying  out  of  improvements  to  the  sewage  disposal  system  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  South  Nest  Wales  River  Authority.  This  will  enable  the 
Council  to  proceed  with  the  granting  of  applications  for  private  building 
to  take  place  in  the  town. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  no  cases  of  serious  infectious 
disease  occurred  in  the  district  during  1971.  As  often  happens  during  the 
summer  months,  a certain  amount  of  mild  summer  diarrhoea  was  prevalent,  in 
common  with  the  remainder  of  the  County.  Fortunately,  there  was  no  epidemic 
influenza  during  the  winter  months. 

HEALTH  CENTRE. 

Work  commenced  on  the  construction  of  the  new  Health  Centre  at 
Lorthfiold  Road  in  the  Spring  and  it  was  hoped  that  the  building  would  be 
ready  for  occupation  early  in  1972.  This  will  be  a desirable  facility  for 
the  people  of  IJarberth  and  the  surrounding  district. 

FOOD  HYGIENE. 

The  standards  in  food  premises  generally  are  satisfactory  and  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  made  a number  of  inspections  during  the  year. 

Difficulties  do  arise  in  some  older  buildings  used  for  offices 
and  shops,  with  regard  to  enforcing  the  requirements  of  the  Offices,  Shops 
and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963.

REFUSE  COLLECTION. 


Because  of  the  unsatisfactory  conditions  at  the  old  tip  at 
the  Town's  Moor,  arrangements  were  made  hy  agreement  with  the  Narberth 
Rural  District  Council,  for  the  collection  of  the  town's  refuse  and 
its  disposal  at  the  Kingsnoor  Common  tip.  This  commenced  in  October 
1971  and  so  it  was  possible  to  close  the  Town's  Moor  tip. 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
Members  of  the  Council  and  its  Officers  for  their  courtesy  and  co-operation 
during  the  year.

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MT  DEATHS. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that,  once  again,  there  were  no  deaths 
of  infants  under  1 year  of  age. 

DEATHS  (General). 


The  death  rate  this  year  is  sligjitly  lower  than  last  year,  with 
a drop  in  the  population  figures,  but  still  remains  well  above  the  county 
and  national  rates.  Heart  disease  accounted  for  the  greatest  number  of 
deaths  - 8,  and  3 deaths  were  due  to  malignant  disease;  1 of  these  latter, 
a male  patient, died  from  cancer  of  the  lung. 


Approximately  31%  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  persons  aged  between 
70  and  80  years  of  age  and  approximately  38%  in  persons  aged  over  80  years.

NOTIFICATIONS  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

No  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  to  me  from  your 
district  during  the  year. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  there  were  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis 
nor  were  any  new  cases  of  the  disease  notified  from  the  Urban  District  during 
1971. 

Prevention  of  Tuberculosis : The  annual  session  for  B.C.G. vaccinations  for 

13  year  old  pupils  and  over,  took  place  during  the  autumn  term  at  Narberth 
County  Secondary  School,  when  34  children  were  skin  tested  and  30  of  these 
received  vaccination.  Dr.  D.  Llewelyn  Davies,  the  Chest  Physician,  continues 
to  vaccinate  contacts  at  the  Chest  Clinic.

Local  Hpalth  Services : Immunisations  and  vaccinations  continued  to  bo 

CaMr^ed  ?UL^gUlarly  during  tho  ^ar,  at  the  infant  welfare  clinic,  where 
a Medical  Officer  attends  once  nonthly,  and  at  school  sessions.  The 
figures  below  relate  to  all  the  childron  under  16  years  of  age  in  the
